Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendments to independent claim 2 have overcome the previously relied upon prior art 
rejections. Neither Barthel et al. (US 2003/0138715) nor Hartmann et al. (US Pat. 5,959,005) 
teach Applicants claimed process for producing silanized, structurally modified silica. 
Specifically, Barthel et al. and Hartmann et al. do not teach or render obvious a step of post- 
grinding and heat treating the structurally modified silica as required in step d) of instant claim 2. 
Regarding the product-by-process claims 1 and 7, Applicants have shown unexpected results 
when canying out the step of heat-treatment and post-grinding, which is not taught by the prior 
art of record (Example 3). Specifically, the tear resistance value for silica which has been

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subjected to such a second heat-treatment step [step (d) of instant claim 2] is nearly an order of 
magnitude higher than analogous silica which did not have a second heat-treatment step. 
Therefore, the silica which is produced in the claimed manner distinguishes the product over 
other silicas which are prepared in a similar manner but without the post-grinding and heat- 
treatment steps [step (d) of instant claim 2].
